WILLIAMS ON THE PENDING ISSUES. 
As Mr. Williams' speech at Geneva 


was wholly extempore-, no phonugraphor 
being present, tho meagre reports given 
might causo a misimprosbiou as to what 
he said on some topics, especially on 
civil service reform 
and prohibition 


legislation, and tho following synopsis ro- 
visod by him will bo recognized by all 
who were present as what ho said on 
these topics: 


I havo tho highest regard for those 
gentlemen of eminent respectability who 
advocate civil service reform and I s'liould 
have all the more faith in its ultimate 
siiccess if I felt postivoly assured that 
even its advocates when they had a 
friend whom they desire to have appoint- 
ed would not on reaching Washington 
apply to a Senator or member to 
aid 
them 
in 
the 
undertaking. 


But 
bo that as it may, I believe 


the best test of competency in u civil or 
clerical office to bo not "what does tho 
man kntno, but what can he 
/!>> in this 


position?" Some of the civil service 
questions propounded in the Houso ol! 
Kepresontatives would, leave tho body 
without a quorum ! 1 would begin civil 
service, reform by a fixed term of throe or 
four 
years,

chauco to bo heard, and a record of tho 
proceedings pursued m tho department, 
so that as sjon as a clerk is appointed, 
ho shall not trouble members of Con- 
gress with his fear of dismissal or desire 
for promotion.

Tho case was submitted to the 
jury without argument. On tho first bal- 
lot tho man was found guilty, ami tho 
jurors were out only two minutes. 
The 


prisoner was remanded for sentence. Tho 
penalty is from one to ten years' impris- 
onment at hard labor.

HAMILTON, 
Canada, 
Aug. 1C—One 


would scarcely think that a railway ride 
from Hamilton to Gravouhurst, about 150 
miles north into almost the central part 
of Ontario, as regards north nnd south, 
could be frought with much interest. 
But take an early train, when tho air is 
fresh and invigorating, aud with your 
miud open to conviction, aud you will 
seo much to please you in the broad out- 
lying acres, of at least two thirds of, the 
way from the groat to the little lakes. On 
either side of tho railway, fields literally 
laden with grain, either out or waiting 
for the harvester, are holding their yel- 
low heads as full of the farmer's gold as 
heads can hold. Hero and there, iields 
over-ready 
for 
the 
harvester, have 


changed the golden glory of new ripe- 
ness to tho white look of a waiting har- 
vest. 
This, said my friend, reminds me 


of what Christ meant when ho said: "Lift 
up your eyes aud look on the fields; for 
they are white already with harvest." 
Along all the way to Lake Simcoe, over 
75 miles, the land smiles with abundance. 
Approaching- Lake Siucoo, one is struck 
with the beautiful clearness ot its waters. 
It reminded us of Lajce Geneva. Bincoo 
is tho largest of tho inland lakes of this 
region, being about 30 miles long, and it 
is about 125 feet in depth. 
Upon tho 


west shore lies Barne, a town claiming 
0,000 inhabitants. Barnc lies upon tho 
sloping, westward shore of the lake, and 
as you approach, winding up from the 
southward, the town is arched along tho 
shore 
on 
the 
gentle 
slope of 


land in a very picturesque manner. This 
view of the town reminded us of Jaues- 
v;lle, as travelers approach coming up on 
tho Northwestern railway, although of 
course, Janosville is much larger. Skim- 
ming along tho northwest shore of the 
Simcoe, we were reminded of tho great 
harvest of pure ice, which this lake fur- 
nished in tho time of tho ice famine of 
'80 and '81. Ice from this luke was ship- 
ped down to Hamilton, and thence on to 
Now York, Cincinnati, and other distant 
points. The 
number 
of shipments 


verified by the Consul at this port oC this 
Simcoo ice woula bo surprising. The 
railway pear and beyond this point has 
fine bridges and 
trestle-work. 
Near 


Orillia, at tho foot of Simcoo, a lake 
called Couchichng unites with Bimcoe, 
and this lake spreads out iu an • expanse 
ike a bay. Oil its north shore lies a set- 
tlement of the Ojibboway Indians, which 
s quite a town, and is plainly disceruable 
rom tho railway. 
Concluding means 


"Lake of Many Winds." The laud about 
here is said to be among the highest is 
Ontario, being 750 foet above Lake On- 
tario, 415 feet aboro Lake Huron, and 
B'JO foot above Lake Superior. Between 
Hiincoe and Muskoka the country is much 
broken up with hugh boulders sticking 
up.out oE the earth, aud seeming to light 
for the ascendency over tho earth's pro- 
ductiveness. Tho scenery is varied by 
this conflict of forces aud made nioro 
pleasing to the eye of the traveler. Be- 
tween five and six hours after leaviuf 
Hamilton, tho good Northwesteru raif- 
way lands you 
at 
Muskota 
Wharf, 


Gravenhurst; and as tho boat Nipissiug 
lies waiting at the landing, the passenger 
goes on board. The first thing which ab- 
sorbs the attention is dinner. Whou it is 
ready it is most excellent, well cooked, iu 
good variety, and altogether lovely m the 
eyes of the hungry. And O, how hungry 
one is! JJinner over, and you go on deck 
to see how nature "pans out" iu tho ether

of lumber from this region, aud the im^c 
mills down on. the railway, suip thc-'r 
lumber, rafts, etc., via. the Northwestern 
railway, and much of it is exported to 
the United States over tho Great West- 
ern Railway from Hamilton. Grain also, 
from the productive region along tho rail- 
way is bestowed in like manner. 


But the. Lake is what tho tourist is 


most delighted with. Its waters ripple, 
ripple, and this rippling motion is all 
that stirs them except when a boat cuts'a 
path of waves through tho depths. At 
your right hand and an your left, in front 
of you and behind you, aro tho most 
charming delectable islets that over 
greeted the eye! Here is one, towerin"- 
m almost entire rocks, yet its boulders 
are covered with trees whoso roots dive 
down into tho crevisos for their nourish- 
ment. Here is another rounding up at 
one end with boulders, but sloping down 
at tho other for a good landing. Bnt it 
matters not whether there is earth or 
rock, tho trees cling to either indiscrim- 
inately. Every islet rises abruptly, and 
is a model of neatness about the base, 
there being no marshy approaches: all is 
as though the island said: here I am, all 
by myself, I have my skirts tucked in 
and I trespass upon nobody, even keep- 
ing my feet quite out of your way!—Ev- 
ery isle seems to repeat this, no matter 
how near each other they may be. Borne 
islands are very small, one, in tho way 
into Lake Joseph, is called "one-tree- 
isle," as but one tree graces it. Somo 
isles are of 9,16, 40, 50 acres, some very 
much larger, some smaller. 
All are 


rocky and^ll are covered with trees. It 
is impossible to tell any person how they 
look, they are so peculiar, rising in grey 
and 
fissured 
rocks 
so 
squarely 


and 
independently 
up 
out of the 


water, and yet having they barrenness 
BO crowned with being green I It is the 
most wonderful wonderland ever sprin- 
kled over the waters.! However these 
islands got there, or when, or wherefore 
who can tell-1 These rocks are said to be 
of granite and gneiss, quite diirereut 
from the limestouo formation south of 
the Severn river, which is tho outlet of 
Lake Sincoe. The water of Muskoka is 
dark in color, owing to tho "rusty iron 
and ochre-colored sediments in the soil;" 
and owing to the absence of limestone 
the water is soft, and leaveo no sediment 
when used for culinary purposes, nor in- 
crustations in. the boilers of steamers. 
The lake is about 150 feet deep. A pas- 
sage over this water is just going from 
glory to glory, as islands recede and new 
ones coma to view. Many islands have 
owners resident upon them for tho sum- 
mer, and Homo aro bright with lloatinf 
Hags. After a rido through tho lake wo 
enter Indian river, full o£ Blmrp turus 


and abrupt windings, This leads to Lake 
liossean, via a "lock" like'a canal, as Kos- 
seau being higher, had entered Muskoka 
over a waterfall. This lake is a continu- 
ation and repetition of Muskoka, and we 
go on admiring its loveliness until we ar- 
rive at its head, Rossean, in the edge of 
evening.

Th 
entrance to this river is most lovely, th 
shore on one side stretching down m i_ 
long and beautiful point. The navigation 
of this river is most interesting, for the 
river turus in elbow-like points onco and 
again all tho six mile way to tho head of 
navigation.

In the first place, perfect cans are 


among tho indis"pensables to success in 
canning. 
Self-sealing gloss cans aro the 


ones tliat you can trust under all cir- 
cumstances. 
Fruit properly put up 


will keep in tin cans, and doubtless if the 
tin cans are well made of honest tin, as 
they sometimes are, they would answer 
just as well as glass; but in these days 
when much of our tinware is not ooated 
with tin at all, but with lead, no woman 
who values the health of her family 
should think of putting up anything in 
tin cans, unless she is sure of her article. 
The glazed earthenware cans are "a de- 
lusion and-a snare." 
Sometimes fruit 


will keep in them, and sometimes it will 
not—generally not. Glass cans cost 
more to begin with, but like a good 
many other expensive articles they are 
tho cheapest in tho eud. Fruit properly 
put up in self-sealing glass cans will last 
as long as you will. 


All fruit and berries used for canning 


should be fresh and ripe, but not over 
ripe. 
Berries should be firm, and 


peaches and pears must be canned bo- 
fore they get mellow. 
It is not abso- 


lutely necessary to uso sugar when can- 
ning, but as mo.st fruits and berries need 
the sugar sometime, you might as well 
put a considerable in to begin wkh. 
Granulated sugar is undoubtedly the 
best for canning. 
It costs a cent more 


a pound than tho best brown sugar, but 
then ono pound of granulated sugar will 
sweeten considerably more than a pound 
of the best brown sugar that you can 
gut. Nearly all tho brown sugar that 
we buy is adulterated with sand and 
glucose. 
Our rule is a quarter of a 


pound of granulated sugar for every 
pound of fruit or berries, but for cur- 
rants and cherries wo uso a little moro, 
and for peaches a little loss. 
Put your 


fruit and. sugar together in a porcelain 
kettle, 
adding 
a 
little 
water if 


necessary, cook until tho fruit is boiling 
hot clear through, fill the car.s full while 
the fruit is hot; wipe tho top dry and 
put on. tho cover; screw down firmly, 


I and as the fruit cools tighten tho cover 


j until it can bo moved no further. If 3rou 
| notice any air bubbles, in tho can run a 


l spoon down to them and lot the air es- 


cape before you put the top on. 
To 


prevent breaking tho cans, fill them with 
quite warm water until they aro warmed 
through; then pour out tho water, sot 
the cans in a pan containing a littlo hot 
water, and put in tho fruit. 


Berries, and fruit that is apt to mush 


up by much handling, will look bettor 
if cooked in tho cans. Fill tho cans with 
fruit, pour over a syrup made by melt- 
ing tho sugar that you intend to uso ia 
some water—say from half a pound to 
a pound of sugar to a quart of water— 
put on the glass top loosely, sot tho cans 
m tho washboilor with 
cold water 


enough to como within three inches of 
the top of tho cans. Heat until the fruit 
is boiling hot and then boil fifteen min- 
utes longer. Tho fruit will settle down 
in tho cans, but take the contents of one 
or two cans to fill up the rest, and then 
seal up immediately. 
l)o not set the 


cans on the bottom of tho boiler. Get 
the "worsor half" to shape aboard a lit- 
tle smaller than tho inside of tho boiler, 
bore it full of holes an inch apart, and 
nail throo strips an inch thick across the 
under side to rest on tho bottom of the 
boiler. 
Sot tho cans on this board and 


thoy will bo all right. Fruit put up this 
way will keep, because it can not do oth- 
erwise. 


Canned fruit should bo kept in a cel- 


lar if you have one. Tho next best place 
is a cool milk-house, but if you have 
neither, put in a dark closet, in the cool- 
est place at command. Mind you, this 
is not written for tho old housekeepers, 
but for the inexperienced ones.—Cor. 
Prairie farmer.

So much is heard nowadays of tho 


possibility of a union of Islam and a 
holy war, that it may not bo without in- 
terest briefly to look, into the subject as 
it is presented botli in history and in 
popular 
belief—two 
very 
different 


things, it hardly need bo said. 
An ap- 


parently competent writer in the Lon- 
don Times, when, writing of it hist year, 
insisted that it was practically impossi- 
ble for the idea of a jthcul, or war of ex- 
termination against tho infidels, to be 
carried out. 
Islam—the word signifies 


full submission to God, and is used by 
Mohammedans to designate their faith 
and the whole body of believers in it- 
had its rise among tho Arabs of the 
desert who inhabited the sterile ranges 
on tho eastern coasts of the Red Sea and 
the almost equally barren districts of 
tho Nejd, who, like all nomad and 
semi-savage tribes, relied for their live- 
lihood chiefly upon plundering their 
richer neighbors, and as often raided 
each others territories with equal vigor. 
Those raids were and are called g/irtxi, 
and ono who takes part in thorn a,ghazi. 
"Alt tho expeditions and petty warfare 
by which Mohammed established his 
pownr in the Hejaz are spoken of," wo 
road, "as ghuzawat, and it was only when 
more ambitious attacks woro made up- 
on the Koman and Persian borders and 
tho cry of 'There is no god but Allah, 
and Mohammed is his prophet,' had be- 
come tho watchword of victory, that a 
ghazi came to be synonymous with 'one 
who fights for tho faith.' 
This title, ex- 


pressed in full, ghnzi eel din, was much 
affected by later Mohammedan princes 
of other than Arab blood; but few, if 
any, of the conquering Persian, Turk or 
Tartar notables ever even understood 
the term in its original sense, or ever 
fought merely to propagate the mono- 
theistic creed. 
Mohammed was the 


first to make a ghazi on a large scale, 
and the first to preach to his Arab com- 
patriots the duty of jehucl—-that is, of 
'mutual strenuous effort' for tho attain- 
ment of their common aim." The 
prophet, knowing that tho tribes never 
could become a power while they wasted 


the conquered infidels were offered bat 
one alternative—to acknowledge tho 
namo of Allah and his prophet, or to 
perish by tho sword; while tho formula, 
'In the name of Allah, the merciful, the 
compassionate,' was ever after placed at 
the head or every Moslem writing. The 
conquest of a country was first treated 
by these Bedouin raiders like that of an 
encampment or desert village; all 'the 
portable property that could bo laid 
hands on was seized and shared among 
tho soldiary, and a poll-tax was imposed 
on all who chose to save themselves 
from massacre by tho profession of the 
Mohammedan faith. 
But this primitive 


system soon became unmanageable as 
their, dominions extended, and a more 
settled and elaborate 'government was 
required. The only way iii which this 
could be secured was by leaving tho ad- 
ministration practically in..the hands of 
native ollicers and holding the country 
by a military occupation, which consti- 
tuted a perpetual state of siege. 


The possibility of a holy war being 


preached has been discussed repeatedly 
of late years. It is held that in India 
tho influence of Islam has never boon 
'much more tha:i superficial, and that at 
the present time an Indian Moslem, in 
his observance and tenets, is but a Hin- 
doo in foreign dress.' With scarcaly an 
exception the Ulomas, when appealed 
to to decide whether or not India was 
oar at ftarl>,—a.n enemy's 
country- 


pronounced f'etvas, in the negative, an 
opinion confirmed later by the assembly 
of Meccan doctors, who disposed 
of 


tho subject once for all. At the same, 
time it is pointed out that tho Arabs 
who migrated to Africa and sot up the 
rival caliphate in Spain woro not sub- 
ject to tho same extraneous influences 
as those under the-caliphate of Bagdad, 
having mixed but little with the na- 
tives, and . having preserved to 
the 


present day their Arab customs, tradi- 
tions, and general ogios. "Tho same 
elements of Arab religious fanaticism," 
said tho writer in'The Times, "combined 
with Arab clftu feeling, exist there as 
in- tho Hejnz' or Yemen, and should 
some powerful Moslem saint and chief 
—and there are many such in Morocco, 
Tunis, and 
Algiers—-preach the ex- 


termination, of the Kafirs, it would bo 
useless to hope that any such moderate 
counsels would prevail as those which 
averted a similar danger in India. It 
might bo strictly a 'Pan-Islamio' move- 
ment, to quote the current jagron of the 
day,, but it would bo a universal Arab 
movement, which would give rise to in- 
expressible horrors of war .and blood- 
shed in Western 
Africa -itself, and it 


would attract sufficient sympathy in 
other Mohammedan countries to prove 
a serious danger to tho general peace." 


The "unfurling of the green flag" ia a 


form frequently used, probably because 
tho Hag in question is not green andean 
not, bo unfurled. 
It would be refresh- 


ing, indeed, to find any two authorities 
finite agreed upon the subject of this 
banner. Mohammed's earliest standard 
was the white turban which ho captured 
from 'Borolde, and he adopted subse- 
quently tlio black curtain which hung 
before the door of his wife, Ayesha, 
which passed to Omar, tho Abbassidos, 
Selim 1., and finally to Amurath III., 
who'took it to _Europo. This "black 
eagle," which is inscribed with tbo 
words, "Nasrum min Allah."—"The 
Help of God"—was instituted dit-on, in 
contradistinction to the great white ban- 
ner of tho Korelsiiites. Another account 
insists that the sanajak-i-sherif 
is a 


green flag, brought down from hoavon 
to -the prophet by the angel Gabriel, 
and it is kept, in fair covering of green 
taffeta, inclosed in a case of green cloth, 
in the mosque of Ayoub at Constantino- 
ple. 
A third authority recites that it is 


carefully preserved in tho seraglio in a 
ease built into the wall. 
"The stand- 


ard," we road, "is twelve foot high, and 
tho golden ornament, a close'd ball 
which surmounts it, holds a copy of the 
Koran written by the caliph, Osman HI. 
la times of peace it is guarded in tho 
hall of tho Noble Vestment," whore aro 
preserved the prophet's dress and other 
relics. 
Still another authority declares 


that it is "an innocent piece of rotten 
and faded silk, which used to be covered 
with sacred writings, and which onca 
was green in color. 
The only legible 


word remaining upon it is 'Alem'— 
world—which appears in a secluded fold 
near the staff. 
The Ilag is never un- 


furled—nor, indeed, can it bo from rot- 
tenness—but is kept rolled on its staff 
and covered with a green satin cover, 
the whole packed away in a gold or 
gilded box." 


When the holy standard is to be 


brought oat, it is carried in its green 
cover through the streets of Constanti- 
nople, and after the city walls are passed 
it is "in tho fluid." It is then stowed 
away in tho gilded box once moro and 
this is carried with the army much as 
tho Jews used to take tho ark of tho cov- 
enant to tho wars. When it is in the 
field every Moslem is in duty bound to 
follow in its train. 
Tho usual procla- 


mation is : "This is the prophet's ban- 
ner; this is the standard of the caliph- 
ate. It is planted before you and un- 
furled over your heads, O true believ- 
ers, to announce to you that your religion 
is threatened, that your caliphate is in 
peril, and that your "lives, your wives, 
your children and your possessions are 
in danger of becoming a proy to cruel 
enemies. Any Moslem, therefore, who 
refuses to take up arms and follow this 
holy ilag is an infidel amenable to 
death." When the flag was brought 
out in 1708, according to Baron Tolt, 
the Christians had no difficulty in rent- 
ing windows and housetops from which 
to view tho ceremony, but whon tlie 
proclamation was made : "Let no infi- 
del dare to profane with his presence 
the holy standard of the prophet, and 
let every Mussulman, if ho soos an un- 
believer, instantly make it known!" 
their hosts'pushed them over the roofs 
or drove them, out of the houses to be

Table Poultry. 


The chicken question presents 
an 


anomalous condition ia this country. 
Wherever wo go, North, South, or any- 
where, wo iiiul farmers, merchants me- 
chanics, sometimes even sailors, breed- 
ing poultry, contending ak fairs, adver- 
tising through the papers and raising a 
general hue and cry in behalf of their 
pets, and all on account of nothing on 
earth but the feathers. One would think, 
from all the fuss, that those people were 
breeding ostriches instead of chickens; 
that feathers were of more value in tho 
market than flesh; that the American 
people preferred to wear feathers on 
their bodies rather than put flesh iatheir 
stomachs. 
Nothing finds favor with 


these chicken fanciers except tho so- 
called blooded, or thoroughbred fowls 
that are simply bred to the feather. 
Tho size of the Brahma is sacrificed to 
the correctness of the tail and hackle 
markings. 
The Dorking has lost his 


breast in the struggle to preserve tha 
flesh color of tho legs and the uniformi- 
ty of tho feather markings. How far this 
craze has gone in England we are not 
informed, but wo know some of the best 
table fowls known to the trade were 
originated there. 


In France not only are breeds of fine 


table fowls originated, but, according 
to all reports, they are still bred with 
an eyo singly to table qualities; and, 
not only this, but methods of feeding to 
tlic end of quick maturity, economy of 
flesh production and perfection of llosh 
quality are closely practiced and ex- 
perimented with. The French seem to 
understand this question as a practical 


one, 
and go at it in a way to make 


fowls not only a pleasure to brood, but 
a profit to handle. 
Chicken food that 


is wusted by the ton in this country, as 
dead horses, stale bread, etc., is care- 
fully husbanded and turned to tho finest 
kind of chicken ilcsh in Franco. 
Our 


people are so fearfully squeamish about 
such things that, while they can stand 
and see the hen eat worms or carrion at 
her own sweet will, and chop her head 
off the next hour to put her iu the pot, 
they will not hear of feeding her carrion 
as a business. The lady who eats the 
oyster raw from tho shell is horrified 
at tho Italian who does tho same with 
tho snail. 


It is a wonder to many people why 


Americans can succeed so well with 
fancy fowls, and yet meet with repeated 
and unvarying failure when they at- 
tempt to raise fowls for the market. In 
one they succeed; with tho other there 
seems to be no profit. Itlooks as though 
the American character was built upon 
too largo a sealo to make a profit with 
fowls unless he can get from three to ten 
dollars a piece for his cocks and hens. 
No one scorns to be able to reduce this 
thing to a purely business basis. It hag 
boon our pleasure to examine the equip- 
ments of many farms where it was in- 
tended to raise poultry on a. grand 
scale, and, generally, from the elabo- 
rate and costly fixtures, one would think 
the purpose was to raise children rather 
than chickens. It is very much to be 
doubted if a- large establishment can 
ever be made a success from the start, 
Just as large oaks from little acorns 
grow, a largo establishment must grow 
out of a small beginning that has devel- 
oped a capacity in the owner for con- 
ducting a large business.

arguments pro and con were numerous. 
Mr. "Wait, o£ New York, believed in tho 
separation of the sexos in school, and 
said in the New York City institution, of 
which he is superintendent, they were 
kept apart. Mrs. Little also spoke on 
the subject, citing one instance only dur- 
ing her long course of teaching, where 
marriage resulted in association between 
blind pupils. The discussion then drift- 
ed into a kindred channel, and the moral 
aud religious training of pupils camo in 
for its share. Several speakers related how 
the Sabbath wus observed in their iosri- 
tions, and the attention paid to religious 
services. 


The subject of industrial pursuits was 


then discussed, Mr. Wait moving that it 
be mado a topic. 
Mr. Wait said that 


such pursuits as mattress, mat and broom 
making, coopering and piano tuning, rec- 
ommended themselves as tho most prac- 
ticable, as they did not require so much 
light during labor as other avocations. 
Mr. Patten read a letter from. R. Barbee, 
a blind cooper, who was very successful, 
maintaining a large family by his labors. 


Mr. Smead submitted tho following
